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REPORT. 


To  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania: 

Gentlemen: — By  the  act  of  16th  March,  1832,  it  is  made  the  duty  of  the  State 
Treasurer  “to  prepare  and  lay  before  the  General  Assembly,  at  the  commencement 
of  every  session,  a  report  on  the  subject  of  finance ;  containing  estimates  of  the  public 
revenue  and  public  expenditures,  and  plans  for  the  support  of  the  public  credit,  and 
for  improving  or  increasing  the  revenues  from  time  to  time,  for  the  purpose  of  giving 
information  to  the  General  Assembly  in  adopting  modes  of  raising  money  requisite 
to  meet  the  public  expenditures.”  In  obedience  to  this  enactment  of  the  Legislature, 
I  have  prepared,  and  respectfully  submit  to  your  body,  the  following 


REPORT. 

The  amount  of  revenue  derived  from  all  sources,  and  received  into  the  Treasury, 
for  the  fiscal  year  ending  on  the  30th  November,  1851,  was  four  millions  five  hun¬ 
dred  and  seventy  thousand  three  hundred  and  ninety-three  dollars  and  ninety-three 
cents ;  which  amount  includes  the  sum  of  ninety-eight  thousand  dollars  received  on 
a  loan  authorized  by  the  act  of  16th  April,  1851. 

The  balance  in  the  Treasury,  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  in  1850,  was  seven, 
hundred  and  fifty-four  thousand  two  hundred  and  fifty-two  dollars  and  eighty-one 
cents,  which,  added  to  the  gross  amount  received  during  the  year  just  closed,  make 
an  aggregate  of  available  funds  for  the  use  of  the  Treasury  of  five  millions  three 
hundred  and  twenty-four  thousand  six  hundred  and  forty-six  dollars  and  seventy-four 
cents.  The  amount  of  expenditures,  for  all  purposes,  during  the  same  period,  in¬ 
cluding  the  payment  of  the  interest  on  the  public  debt,  was  four  millions  seven  hun¬ 
dred  and  eighty  thousand  six  hundred  and  sixty-seven  dollars  and  fifty-three  cents ; 
leaving  a  balance  in  the  Treasury,  on  the  30th  November,  1851,  of  five  hundred  and 
forty-three  thousand  nine  hundred  and  seventy-nine  dollars  and  twenty-one  cents. 
Briefly  stated  in  figures,  these  accounts  make  the  following  exhibit :

This  exhibit,  compared  with  the  disbursements  from  the  Treasury  during  the  pre¬ 
ceding  year,  presents  an  increased  amount  of  expenditures  for  the  fiscal  year  just 
terminated,  of  $211,613  59  over  those  of  the  year  previous,  while  the  receipts  into 
the  Treasury,  for  the  same  period,  exclusive  of  the  loan  referred  to,  have  exceeded 
those  of  last  year  only  $34,262  42.  It  also  reveals  the  startling  fact  that  the  expen¬ 
ditures  for  the  last  year  have  exceeded  the  gross  amount  of  revenue,  from  all  sources, 
the  sum  of  $210,273  60. 

In  the  report  on  the  finances,  which  I  had  the  honor  to  submit  to  the  last  Legisla* 
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tare,  it  was  estimated  that  there  would  remain  in  the  Treasury,  on  the  30th  Novem¬ 
ber,  1851,  a  balance  of  $837,052  81.  It  will  be  perceived  that  the  actual  balance  falls 
short  of  that  sum  nearly  three  hundred  thousand  dollars.  It  is  due  to  the  Legislature 
that  the  causes  which  have  intervened  to  produce  this  discrepancy,  and  so  materially 
lessen  the  estimated  balance,  should,  so  far  as  they  have  been  ascertained,  or  can  be 
satisfactorily  accounted  for,  be  presented  to  your  honorable  body,  that  a  proper 
remedy  may  be  applied  to  guard  against  a  recurrence  of  a  similar  contingency  here¬ 
after.  Among  these  causes,  one  of  the  most  prominent  and  certain  may  be  found  in 
the  very  liberal  appropriations  and  disbursements  authorized  by  the  Legislature  last 
winter.  The  exact  aggregate  amount  of  these  disbursements  is  not  easily  ascertained, 
and  therefore  impossible  to  be  given,  for  the  reason  that  many  of  them  are  embraced 
in  acts  and  resolutions  separate  and  distinct  from  the  general  appropriation  bill;  and 
in  some  instances  the  amount  is  not  designated,  but  left  to  be  ascertained  by  the 
Auditor  General,  or  dependent  upon  a  contingency  which  renders  the  sum  indefinite 
until  it  has  been  settled  and  certainly  fixed  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  the  act. 
Most  of  these  cases  have  been  adjusted,  and  the  amount  liquidated  ;  but  there  are  others 
still  to  be  disposed  of.  Enough,  however,  is  positively  known  to  justify  the  assump¬ 
tion  that  the  appropriations  authorized  by  the  different  acts  of  last  winter,  together 
with  those  authorized  by  pre-existing  laws,  exceed  the  entire  amount  of  revenue  from 
all  ordinary  sources  more  than  $640,000. 

In  authorizing  disbursements  from  the  Treasury  for  the  fiscal  year  just  closed,  it 
seems  to  have  escaped  the  recollection  of  the  law-making  power,  that  there  were 
heavy  demands  upon  the  Treasury,  authorized  by  acts  of  former  Legislatures. 
Among  these  may  be  enumerated  that  portion  of  the  revenues  set  apart  and  speci¬ 
fically  appropriated  by  the  act  of  10th  April,  1849,  to  be  applied  by  the  commissioners 
of  the  sinking  fund  to  the  purchase  of  State  stocks,  and  the  gradual  extinguishment 
of  the  debt  of  the  Commonwealth;  also  the  abatement  allowed  by  the  act  of  29th 
April,  1844,  to  the  counties  which  should  pay  in  their  respective  quota  of  State  tax 
on  or  before  the  15th  day  of  July,  in  any  year.  In  addition  to  these  items,  there 
were  also  undrawn  appropriations  and  balances,  due  upon  former  laws,  amounting 
to  the  sum  of  $714,460  13,  nearly  the  entire  amount  of  which  has  been  demanded 
and  paid  in  the  fiscal  year  which  terminated  on  the  30th  November  last.  These 
several  items  amount,  in  the  aggregate,  to  the  sum  of  $945,636  78,  and  may  be 
classified  as  follows:

This  large  amount  stands  in  the  nature  of,  and  is  equivalent  to  actual  and  direct 
appropriation  from  the  Treasury  ;  and  its  withdrawal  from  the  general  fund  has 
served  to  curtail  the  ability  of  the  Treasury  to  precisely  an  equal  amount  in  meet¬ 
ing  the  appropriations  and  disbursements  authorized  by  the  laws  of  last  session. 

Another  prominent  cause  for  the  deficit  in  the  balance  estimated  to  remain  in  the 
Treasury  on  the  30th  November,  1851,  may  be  traced  to  the  interruptions  and  par¬ 
tial  suspension  of  trade  upon  our  public  improvements,  occasioned  by  the  disasters 
which  have  occurred  to  them  during  the  past  year,  the  inevitable  consequences  of 
which  are  seen  and  felt  in  the  diminution  of  receipts  for  tolls,  and  increase  of  ex¬ 
penses  for  extraordinary  repairs.  It  was  estimated  that  the  receipts  from  canal  and 
railroad  tolls  would  reach  the  sum  of  $1,750,000.  Although  they  have  fallen  con¬ 
siderably  short  of  this  sum,  as  will  be  seen  by  a  summary  of  receipts  for  the  fiscal 
year  in  tabular  form,  herewith  presented,  still  they  have  been  far  more  productive 
than  the  serious  calamities  of  the  year  seemed  to  forebode  ;  and  the  gratifying  fact 
is  presented  that,  notwithstanding  all  obstacles,  they  have  exceeded  the  amount  re¬ 
ceived  in  any  former  year.  It  proves,  also,  that  the  revenues  derived  from  this 
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source  are  annually  and  steadily  increasing,  and  but  for  the  disasters  referred  to, 
would  have  fully  reached  the  amount  estimated  in  my  last  report. 

The  interruptions  to  trade  upon  our  canals  and  railways  having  been  so  frequent, 
and  the  injurious  effects  so  severely  felt,  it  may  not  be  out  of  place  to  notice  them 
more  in  detail. 

Soon  after  the  opening  of  canal  navigation  in  the  spring,  the  bridge  across  the  big 
Conestoga,  on  the  Columbia  and  Philadelphia  railload,  was  destroyed  by  fire  ;  and 
although  it  was  rebuilt  with  promptitude  and  despatch,  the  consequences  of  its  loss, 
even  for  a  few  weeks,  has  been  severely  felt  throughout  the  season.  An  immense 
amount  of  tonnage  was  at  that  time  either  in  transit,  or  readiness  for  shipment  from 
east  to  west,  or  from  west  to  east,  over  the  entire  main  line  of  our  improvements. 
The  destruction  of  this  bridge  prevented  the  passage  of  cars  of  every  description, 
and  deranged,  for  a  time,  the  whole  system  of  transportation  ;  the  result  of  which 
was  to  turn  a  considerable  portion  of  trade  into  other  channels,  from  which  it  was 
not  recovered  during  the  year.  To  this  loss  of  trade  must  be  added  the  expenses  for 
rebuilding  the  bridge,  which  exceeds  the  sum  of  twenty  thousand  dollars,  appropria¬ 
ted  for  that  purpose  by  the  Legislature  ;  also,  the  expenses  incurred  in  the  tempo¬ 
rary  arrangements  adopted  for  the  conveyance  of  passengers  and  their  luggage,  over 
the  stream,  while  the  bridge  was  in  process  of  being  rebuilt. 

Succeeding  this,  there  were  several  “breaks”  upon  the  main  line  of  canal,  the 
most  injurious  of  which  occurred  early  in  the  month  of  July,  on  the  upper  Juniata 
division.  This  was  of  such  magnitude  as  to  interrupt  the  navigation  for  several 
weeks,  and  was  repaired  at  a  cost  to  the  Commonwealth  exceeding  fifty  thousand 
dollars.  Scarcely  had  business  been  resumed  when  the  great  drouth,  which  pre¬ 
vailed  so  universally  the  last  summer  and  autumn,  rendered  the  western  division  of 
the  canal  totally  unnavigable  for  boats  of  an  ordinary  capacity.  Thus,  for  a  series  of 
weeks,  nay  months,  were  the  resources  of  the  Commonwealth,  from  the  main  line 
of  her  improvements,  greatly  diminished,  and  almost  entirely  cut  off.  Trade  and 
transportation,  seeking  an  avenue  either  eastward  or  westward,  and  which  had  hith¬ 
erto  naturally  found  conveyance  over  the  whole  extent  of  our  improvements,  was 
diverted  to  other  thoroughfares,  and  forced  to  find  its  way  to  its  destination  through 
those  of  our  sister  States,  New  York  and  Maryland. 

The  Legislature  has,  with  commendable  foresight  and  prudence,  provided  for  the 
construction  of  reservoirs  on  both  the  eastern  and  western  sides  of  the  Allegheny  moun¬ 
tain,  for  the  purpose  of  supplying  the  canal  with  water  incases  of  extreme  drouth. 
The  one  on  the  eastern  side  is  completed,  and  during  the  past  season  proved  highly 
servicable  in  keeping  up  a  supply  of  water  in  that  portion  of  the  canal  lying  east¬ 
ward  of  the  mountain,  and  between  it  and  the  Susquehanna  river.  But  for  this  im¬ 
portant  auxiliary  the  supply  on  the  eastern,  as  well  as  the  western  side  of  the  moun¬ 
tain,  must  have  failed  also,  which  would  have  greatly  increased  the  loss  to  the  Com¬ 
monwealth,  by  depriving  her  of  the  local  trade  on  this  portion  of  the  canal,  which 
is  of  considerable  importance.  The  western  reservoir  is  in  progress  of.  completion, 
and  if  the  necessary  means  can  be  provided,  will  be  ready  for  use  in  the  course  of 
next  season,  when  it  is  believed  no  further  suspension  of  business  can  be  occasioned 
for  want  of  a  sufficient  supply  of  water.  It  would  be  sound  policy  to  provide  for  its 
speedy  completion,  so  as  to  be  prepared  for  any  future  emergency. 

I  have  thus,  as  concisely  as  possible,  explained  the  causes  which  have  operated 
to  produce  a  deficit  in  the  estimated  balance  of  revenues,  and  rendered  it  impossible 
for  the  Treasury  to  meet  all  the  demands  authorized  to  be  made  at  her  counter. 
It  would  have  afforded  me  great  pleasure  to  have  been  able  to  meet  with  prompt 
payment  every  legal  claim  upon  the  Treasury  ;  but  with  a  less  amount  of  funds  at 
my  command  than  the  demands  presented  for  liquidation,  I  have  been  reluctantly 
compelled  to  defer  a  portion  of  them  until  further  means  can  be  provided,  for  their 
final  discharge.  Embarrassing  as  has  been  this  condition  of  affairs,  I  have  endea¬ 
vored  to  keep  steadily  in  view  the  important  principle  that  the  plighted  faith  of  the 
Commonwealth  should  be  preserved  unshaken  and  untarnished — that  whatever 
claims  we  might  be  compelled  to  postpone,  the  interest  upon  the  public  debt  must 
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be  promptly  paid,  at  all  hazards.  With  our  present  prosperity  and  means  of  raising 
revenue,  a  failure  to  meet  the  interest  upon  our  acknowledged  liabilities  would  be 
no  less  than  voluntary  bankruptcy,  and  would  not  only  prostrate  the  credit  of  the 
State,  but  inflict  a  lasting  stigma  upon  her  honor. 

Another  important  consideration,  and  scarcely  less  in  its  beneficial  influences, 
than  the  certain  payment  of  the  interest  upon  the  public  debt,  is  the  faithful  appli¬ 
cation  of  the  revenues  set  apart  by  law  for  the  gradual  extinguishment  of  the  debt 
itself. — It  is  certainly  worthy  a  vigorous  and  manly  effort  to  relieve  our  Common¬ 
wealth  from  the  burthens  which  now  oppress  her  citizens.  These  revenues  are 
derived  from  the  taxes  imposed  upon  collateral  inheritances  ;  premiums  on  char¬ 
ters  ;  eating  house,  beer  house  and  restaurant  licenses  ;  billiard  room,  bowling  saloon 
and  ten-pin  alley  licenses ;  theatre,  circus  and  menagerie  licenses  ;  tax  on  new  coun¬ 
ties  and  interest  on  sinking  fund  loans,  and  surplus  militia  fines.  The  amount  de¬ 
rived  from  all  these  sources,  in  the  last  year,  amounted  to  the  sum  of  $203,642  69, 
the  principal  part  of  which  has  been  applied  to  the  purchase  of  State  stocks,  as 
directed  by  the  act  of  10th  April,  1849,  entitled  “  An  Act  to  create  a  Sinking  Fund 
and  to  provide  for  the  gradual  and  certain  extinguishment  of  the  debt  of  the  Com¬ 
monwealth.”  For  the  amount  of  the  stock  purchased  and  the  proceedings  of  the 
Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund,  I  respectfully  refer  you  to  the  report  of  the  said 
Commissioners. 

The  interest  upon  the  public  debt,  which  fell  due  on  the  first  day  of  August  last, 
was  met  and  fully  discharged,  without  resorting  to  a  loan  for  that  purpose,  as 
authorized  by  the  act  of  16th  April,  1851,  and  it  was  hoped  that  the  same  desirable 
result  could  be  accomplished  on  the  first  day  of  February  next.  There  remained 
in  the  treasury  on  the  30th  day  of  November  last,  as  stated  in  another  part  of  this 
report,  the  sum  of  $543,979  21  applicable  to  the  payment  of  the  interest.  But  it 
will  be  readily  perceived  that  this  sum  is  but  little  more  than  half  the  amount,  which 
will  be  required  for  that  purpose  on  the  first  day  of  February.  Whether  the  Trea¬ 
sury  will  be  in  a  condition  to  meet  the  interest  due  at  that  time  will  depend  on  the 
receipts  for  the  month  of  January.  As  the  Commonwealth,  at  this  season  of  the 
year,  is  deriving  no  income  from  her  lines  of  canal,  it  cannot  be  reasonably  calculated 
that  the  receipts  from  other  sources  will  be  much  greater  than  will  be  required  to 
defray  current  expenses,  and  in  consideration  of  the  amount  necessary  to  pay  the 
February  interest.  I  am  of  opinion  that  a  loan  for  that  purpose  will  be  needed.  It 
must  not  be  forgotten  that  the  Commonwealth  has  a  debt  of  a  million  or  more  to 
meet  on  the  first  day  of  next  month.  For  the  payment  of  this  debt  the  faith  of  the 
State  is  unconditionally  pledged.  It  must  be  paid,  and  paid  the  moment  it  becomes 
due.  It  is  the  province  oLthe  Legislature  to  consider  the  state  of  the  finances  of 
the  Commonwealth,  and  to  adopt  such  measures  as  the  exigencies  may  be  found  to 
demand.  Unless  revenue  should  flow  into  the  Treasury  more  rapidly  between  this 
time  and  the  day  stipulated  for  the  payment  of  the  interest,  than  can  be  reasonably 
anticipated,  the  funds  in  the  Treasury  at  that  time,  will  not  be  sufficient  to  meet  that 
sacred  liability.  I  would,  therefore,  recommend  that  a  temporary  loan  be  authorized 
by  the  Legislature,  for  the  especial  purpose  indicated.  Should  this  recommendation 
meet  the  approval  of  the  Legislature,  the  act  should  be  passed  without  delay,  as  but 
little  more  than  two  weeks  remain  before  the  money  will  be  required. 

Among  the  appropriations  made  by  the  last  Legislature  is  included  the  sum  of 
$350,000,  towards  the  completion  of  the  North  Branch  canal,  and  for  the  construc¬ 
tion  of  a  road  to  avoid  the  inclined  planes  on  the  Allegheny  portage  railroad  ;  the 
gross  sum  to  be  divided  in  equal  moities  between  these  respective  improvements. 
Although  the  withdrawal  of  this  large  sum  from  the  ordinary  means  of  the  Trea¬ 
sury,  together  with  other  extraordinary  expenses,  has  tended  somewhat  to  embar¬ 
rass  its  ability  to  meet  all  the  other  demands  authorized  by  law,  I  cannot  refrain 
from  recommending,  as  a  matter  of  financial  policy,  that  both  these  important  im¬ 
provements  should  be  vigorously  prosecuted  and  completed,  as  speedily  as  pos¬ 
sible,  that  the  State  may,  instead  of  a  continual  expenditure  of  money,  and  the 
annual  loss  of  thousands  of  dollars,  in  the  shape  of  interest,  salaries  of  officers,  and 
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delay  of  the  use  of  the  works,  begin  to  receive  some  remuneration  for  her  immense 
outlays.  The  entire  amount  of  all  the  appropriations  to  the  North  Branch  canal, 
was  drawn  from  the  Treasury  as  early  as  October  last.  From  the  representations 
of  the  officers  having  that  work  in  charge,  that  a  further  sum  was  imperatively  ne¬ 
cessary  to  protect  certain  portions  from  the  danger  of  being  destroyed  by  floods  and 
ice.  freshets,  I  permitted  the  Superintendent  to  draw  to  the  amount  of  $50,000  be¬ 
yond  the  sum  stipulated  for  that  object.  This  course  was  deemed  essential  for  the 
interests  of  the  Commonwealth.  It  was  advised  by  the  Canal  Commissioners,  as 
well  as  the  officers  in  charge  of  that  work,  and  concurred  in  by  the  unanimous 
opinion  of  all  who  were  authorized  to  hold  control  over  the  disbursement  of  the 
fund,  under  the  firm  conviction  that  the  Legislature,  having  evinced  a  determina¬ 
tion  to  press  this  important  branch  of  her  improvements  to  completion  as  rapidly  as 
possible,  it  would  readily  approve  of  the  advancement  of  a  few  thousand  dollars,  to 
preserve  it  from  destruction. 

There  has  been  appropriated  to  the  North  Branch  canal,  within  the  last  three 
years,  the  sum  of  $575,000,  the  judicious  application  of  which,  with  the  small  ad¬ 
vance  just  noted,  has  placed  that  work  in  a  state  of  forwardness,  approaching  to 
completion.  It  is  believed  that  a  further  sum,  equal  to  what  has  been  recently  laid 
out,  will  nearly  complete  the  line,  and  put  it  into  active  and  profitable  operation. 
Considerations  of  superior  urgency  and  financial  propriety  unite  in  favor  of  com¬ 
pleting  this  work  at  once,  and  thus  to  place  it  in  a  condition  to  reimburse  to  the 
Commonwealth  a  portion  of  her  expenditures,  and  to  pay  an  interest  into  the  Trea¬ 
sury,  instead  of  abstracting  a  large  amount  from  it. 

The  same  reasons  and  arguments  apply  with  equal  force  to  the  completion  of  the 
road  to  avoid  the  inclined  planes  on  the  Allegheny  Portage  railroad.  The  State  has 
for  years,  suffered  a  loss  of  thousands  of  dollars,  in  expenses  and  the  delays  inci¬ 
dent  to  the  management  of  so  many  planes,  and  the  amount  of  machinery  requisite 
to  perform  the  business  on  the  road,  and  which  is  rapidly  augmenting  from  year  to 
year. 

The  Legislature  of  last  winter  appropriated  the  sum  of  $175,000  for  the  con¬ 
struction  of  a  road  to  avoid  the  use  of  inclined  planes  altogether.  The  work  is 
progressing,  and  the  greater  part  of  the  money  has  been  drawn  from  the  Treasury. 
The  balance  still  remains  undrawn  and  liable  to  be  called  for  at  any  time.  As  a 
measure  of  financial  economy,  I  would  recommend  that  means  should  be  provided 
for  the  early  completion  of  this  work  also.  I  am  fully  convinced  that  both  these 
improvements,  when  finished  and  in  operation,  will  add  to  the  wealth  and  increase 
the  revenues  of  the  Commonwealth.  Pennsylvania  derives  a  large  proportion  of 
her  revenues  from  her  extensive  system  of  internal  improvements,  and  it  is  to  this 
source  she  must  eventually  look  for  means  to  meet  her  liabilities.  It  is  under  this 
view  that  I  earnestly  recommend  the  completion  of  her  unfinished  lines,  and  the 
permanent  repair  of  those  in  operation.  We  may  look  forward  with  confidence  to  a 
rapid  development  of  the  great  internal  resources  of  the  State,  in  her  agriculture, 
her  manufactories  and  mineral  productions.  Our  financial  prospects  are  encourag¬ 
ing.  The  general  accumulation  of  property  and  additions  to  individual  wealth,  and 
the  natural  increase  of  trade  and  transportation,  must  necessarily  extend  the  business 
upon  our  public  improvements  in  a  corresponding  ratio,  and  bring  to  the  Treasury 
a  largely  increased  amount  of  revenue. 

With  just  and  rigid  economy  in  the  various  departments,  with  some  slight  altera¬ 
tions  and  improvements  in  our  revenue  laws,  equalizing  their  operation  and  enforcing 
their  faithful  observance,  with  judicious  and  economical  management  of  our  public 
works,  and  above  all,  if  the  appropriations  and  other  authorized  disbursements  from 
the  Treasury,  be  not  too  liberal  and  extended,  our  revenue  cannot  fail  to  reach  a  sum 
equivalent  to  all  legal  demands  against  the  Commonwealth,  and  at  no  distant  day 
leave  a  large  surplus  to  be  applied  to  the  final  extinguishment  of  the  public  debt. 

In  connection  with  this  subject,  I  would  also  suggest  the  policy  of  adopting  a 
different  system  of  transporting  passengers  over  the  Philadelphia  and  Columbia 
railroad.  The  existing  arrangements  are  liable  to  many  objections,  and  are  less 
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advantageous  to  the  State,  than  would  seem  to  be  indicated  by  the  amount  invested 
in  the  construction  of  the  road,  the  maintenance  of  motive  power  and  the  annual 
expenditures  for  repairs.  If  some  method  can  be  devised  that  would  ensure  equal 
facilities  to  the  travelling  public,  and  at  the  same  time  reduce  their  expenses  and 
benefit  the  public  treasury,  it  is  certainly  advisable  it  should  be  done.  The  State 
is  the  absolute  owner  of  the  road,  and  has  the  power  and  the  right  to  control  it  for 
public  benefit.  Without  undertaking  to  give  the  details  of  a  plan,  I  would  suggest 
merely  as  outlines  that  the  Canal  Commissioners  be  authorized  to  lease,  or  farm  out, 
fora  certain  period  of  time,  the  privilege  of  running  passenger  cars  upon  the  road, 
to  such  responsible  individuals  or  company  as  will  covenant  to  furnish  suitable  cars, 
and  transport  all  persons  desiring  to  travel  over  the  road,  at  the  lowest  rate  per 
passenger,  per  mile  ;  requiring  of  any  contractor  sufficient  security  to  guard  against 
forfeiture  or  delinquency,  and  to  insure  the  faithful  fulfilment  of  the  contract.  The 
Commonwealth  could  then  assume  entire  control  of  the  fare,  which  should  be  reduced 
to  the  lowest  grade,  not  inconsistent  with  the  interests  of  the  State,  which 
justice  to  the  public  and  sound  policy  seem  to  demand.  The  fare  should  be  paid 
directly  to  the  authorized  agents  of  the  State,  instead  of  the  carriers,  which  would 
obviate  the  danger  of  misunderstandings  and  collisions  of  interest  between  the  State 
authorities  and  the  car  owners,  to  which  the  present  system  is  liable.  It  would 
avoid  the  clashing  of  rights  and  authority,  certain  to  follow  a  commingling  of  inter¬ 
ests.  All  experience  proves  that  the  increase  of  travel  keeps  pace  with  the  reduc¬ 
tion  of  fare  and  the  facilities  offered,  and  no  doubt  exists  that  the  fare  on  the 
Philadelphia  and  Columbia  railroad  might  be  materially  reduced,  and  that  the 
increased  amount  of  travel  under  a  cheaper  system,  with  careful  management, 
would  bring  the  commonwealth  a  greater  amount  of  revenue. 

In  my  last  report  I  intimated  an  opinion  that  some  new  and  better  mode  might  be 
devised  for  the  collection  of  revenue,  which  would  tend  to  lessen  the  expenses  and 
ensure  greater  promptitude.  It  seemed  to  me  that  the  detail  of  the  present  system 
were  onerous  and  expensive,  and  another  year’s  experience  and  observation  has 
served  to  strengthen  my  former  convictions.  The  delays  incident  to  the  collection 
and  transmission  to  the  State  Treasury  of  the  taxes  due  the  Commonwealth,  subject 
the  State  to  much  inconvenience.  The  amount  is  also  liable  to  frequent  diminutions, 
in  the  shape  of  fees  to  township  collectors  and  county  treasurers,  before  it  reaches 
the  State  Treasury ;  and  even  then  a  further  drawback  or  abatement  of  five  per 
cent,  is  allowed  to  such  counties  as  pay  their  respective  quota  within  the  time  pre¬ 
scribed  by  law.  Several  of  the  more  prompt  and  patriotic  counties  have  uniformly 
taken  advantage  of  this  provision,  and  been  regular  and  early  in  the  discharge  of 
their  liabilities,  while  others  have  been  as  uniformly  careless  and  dilatory.  The 
prompt  payments  received  from  the  counties  which  came  forward  with  their  portions 
in  good  time,  have  been  highly  beneficial  to  the  State,  and  advantageous  to  the 
counties  and  tax-payers.  While  I  am  gratified  to  thus  publicly  acknowledge  the 
timely  and  efficient  aid  derived  from  many,  and  I  may  add  most  of  the  counties,  I 
am  pained  to  record  the  fact,  that  there  are  some  which  have  totally  neglected  the 
sacred  obligations  they  owe  to  the  Commonwealth  of  contributing  their  lawful  dues, 
and  bearing  a  portion  of  her  burdens.  A  proper  sense  of  justice,  with  a  moderate 
share  of  patriotism,  ought  to  inspire  these  delinquent  counties  with  a  willingness  to 
discharge  their  neglected  duties  without  delay. 

The  people  of  these  counties  which  have  paid  promptly,  have  done  their  whole 
duty,  and  they  have  a  right  to  demand  of  those  in  arrears  a  respectful  imitation  of 
their  example.  It  would  be  of  vast  importance  to  the  treasury,  and  to  the  people,  if 
some  mode  could  be  devised  that  would  ensure  the  collection  of  the  entire  amount  cl 
taxes  within  the  fiscal  year. 

In  case  the  Legislature  should  not  think  it  advisable  to  introduce  a  radical  change 
in  the  whole  system,  I  am  of  opinion  that  the  present  is  susceptible  of  great  im¬ 
provement.  The  conclusion  is  irresistible  to  my  mind  that,  if  it  is  expedient,  under 
any  circumstances,  to  abate  a  portion  of  the  State  taxes  in  consideration  for  prompt 
payment,  the  abatement  should  be  made  directly  to  the  tax-payer.  The  obligation, 
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]  on  the  part  of  the  Commonwealth,  is  to  the  individual  who  readily  and  willingly 
,j  contributes  his  portion  in  due  season,  and  not  to  the  county,  which  merely  serves  as 
j  a  medium  to  convey  the  contributions  of  its  citizens  to  the  general  treasury.  By 
j  making  the  abatement  to  the  tax-payer  instead  of  the  county,  the  prompt  and  de- 
j  serving  would  derive  the  benefit ;  and  it  would  afford  encouragement  for  a  con- 
,  tinuance  of  certain  and  punctual  payments.  In  either  case  a  reduction  of  the  abate- 
r  ment  to  three  or  four  per  cent.,  instead  of  five,  would  save  several  thousand  dollars 
to  the  Commonwealth  annually,  and  still  a  reasonable  incentive  to  the  tax-payer  and 
the  counties  to  continue  the  system  of  prompt  and  early  payment. 

In  some  of  the  States,  township  and  district  collectors  are  dispensed  with  altogether, 
,  and  the  revenues  made  payable  directly  to  the  treasurers  of  the  respective  counties  ; 
j  who  generally  receive  less  commissions,  and  are  more  prompt  to  pay  over  when  the 
,  tax  is  collected.  Under  this  system  the  county  treasurer  gives  public  notice  of  cer¬ 
tain  times  and  places,  in  different  sections  of  the  count}’,  when  and  where  he  will 
be  in  attendance  to  receive  the  taxes  ;  at  which  times  and  places  the  tax-payers  are 
required  to  be  present  and  pay  the  amount  of  their  respective  assessments.  To  such 
as  comply  promptly,  an  abatement  of  a  certain  per  cept.  is  authorized  to  be  made. 
Opportunity  is  then  extended  to  all  in  arrears  to  pay  at  the  treasurer’s  office  within 
a  certain  period,  without  abatement,  and  without  costs  and  charges  ;  after  which,  all 
outstanding  taxes  are  placed  in  the  hands  of  a  constable,  or  other  officer,  with  autho¬ 
rity  to  collect  the  same  by  summary  process,  together  with  costs,  and  the  addition  of 
five  per  cent,  to  the  amount  of  taxes  due.  This  system,  where  it  has  been  pursued, 
has  been  found  to  work  well,  and  give  satisfaction  ;  securing  more  seasonable  pay¬ 
ments  and  reducing  the  expenses  of  collection.  If  it  should  be  deemed  advisable 
by  the  Legislature  to  adopt  this,  or  any  other  new  system,  or  to  make  any  material 
change  in  the  present,  it  will  afford  me  pleasure  to  meet  a  committee  from  either 
House  and  confer  with  them  on  the  subject. 

An  important  object  to  be  accomplished,  in  our  revenue  system,  is  uniformity  of 
taxation.  Our  laws,  for  the  assessment  of  taxes,  were  formed  with  a  design  to  dis¬ 
tribute  the  burthens  as  equally  as  possible  upon  all,  according  to  due  proportion  of 
property;  and  so  far  as  the  taxation  of  real  estate  is  concerned,  they  are  believed  to 
approach  so  near  to  equality  as  is  practicable  in  general  laws.  But  the  same  desirable 
result  has  not  been  attained  with  regard  to  personal  property  and  moneys  at  interest. 
Whilst  one  species  of  personal  property  is  made  subject  to  taxation,  another  of  pre¬ 
cisely  similar  character  escapes.  This  extends  to  many  kinds  of  property,  but  in 
none  is  it  more  clearly  shewn  than  in  the  bonds  issued  by  incorporated  companies. 
By  the  32d  and  42d  sections  of  the  act  of  29th  April,  1844,  all  bonds  issued  by 
counties,  incorporated  cities,  districts,  and  boroughs,  upon  which  interest  is  paid,  are 
made  subject  to  a  tax  of  three  mills  in  the  dollar  upon  the  par  value  thereof ;  which 
tax  is  retained  by  the  respective  treasurers  of  the  said  counties,  cities,  districts,  and 
boroughs,  out  of  the  interest  payable,  and  transmitted  to  the  State  Treasurer.  Our 
!  own  State  bonds  are  likewise  made  taxable  by  the  4th  section  of  the  act  of  16th 
April,  1845.  Under  these  circumstances,  it  seems  altogether  proper  that  the  bonds 
issued  by  incorporated  companies  should  be  made  taxable  in  like  manner,  and  under 
the  same  provisions  as  those  enumerated  in  the  said  42d  section  of  the  act  of  29th 
April,  1844.  When  it  is  considered  that  many  of  the  railroad,  coal,  and  other  com¬ 
panies  within  the  Commonwealth  have  issued  large  amounts  of  bonds,  and  are  pay¬ 
ing  interest  thereon  at  regular  periods,  and  when  it  is  further  considered  that  a  very 
large  portion  of  these  bonds  are  held  by  citizens  of  States  other  than  our  own,  as  well 
as  by  foreigners,  the  proposition  will  at  once  suggest  itself  as  entirely  plausible.  The 
increased  revenue  to  be  derived  from  this  source  may  be  safely  estimated  at  a  sum 
exceeding  fifty  thousand  dollars. 

I  have  thus,  gentlemen,  in  a  crude  manner,  given  you  my  views  and  suggestions 
for  improving  the  finances  and  advancing  the  interests  of  the  Commonwealth.  The 
duty  of  providing  a  permanent,  ample,  and  efficient  system  of  revenues,  to  meet 
the  expenses  and  pay  the  debts  of  the  State,  is,  perhaps,  the  most  important  and 
responsible  position  alloted  to  any  department  of  government.  Under  our  constitution 
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and  laws,  this  responsibility  devolves  upon  the  Legislature,  the  immediate  and  direct 
representatives  of  the  people  themselves.  As  such,  the  people  look  to  you  for  a  faithful 
and  fearless  discharge  of  the  powers  they  have  delegated  to  you.  Honest,  patient, 
and  patriotic,  they  will  expect  the  adoption  of  such  measures  as  their  legal  engage¬ 
ments,  their  present  security,  and  their  future  interests  may  require.
